WOMAN ARRESTED FOR MRS. GUNNESS 


PRISONER IS WEAKENING 


Tells of Relations With Murderer 


and Admits She Lured Men 


To the Laporte Farm. 


Laporte, Iiid., May 12—A second ex- 


amination made today of the body of 
the woman found in the ruins of the 
burned Gunness home, has practically 
convinced Coronei's Physician Meyer 
that the body is really that of Mrs. 
Belle Gunness. 
On an arm attached 


to the body were one plain gold ring 
and two diamond rings. The gold 
ring bore an inscription 
Apparently 


indicating that it was a ring given 
Mrs. Gunness by her first husband, 
and one she always wore. Dr. Meyer 
and Dr. Cray in an official report of 
their examination .to the coroner said 
that the woman and her three chil- 
dren had evidently met death while 
they were in bed or were preparing to 
retire. 
Fragments of 
night gowns 


were found on the woman's body and 
on the bodies of the children. 


Laporte, Ind., May 12.—The Gun- 


ness farm failed to reveal new myste- 
ries tout some excellent progress was 
made in solving the puzzles already 
involved in the homestead, which has 
•witnessed the tragic deaths of at 
least 14..persons. A series of heavy 
showers made excavating impossible, 
but in .between the downpours Sheriff 
Smutzer and Louis Schultz worked on 
the apparatus, with which Schultz is 
to sluice the ashes and cinders in the 
cellar of the ruined house. Other de- 
velopments in the case were as fol- 
lows: 


Dr. J. H. William Meyer sent to the 


coroner his findings resulting from the 
autopsies of the bodies supposed to be 
those of Andrew Helgelein of Mans- 
field, S. D., and Jennie Olson, the fos- 
ter 
da -liter of Mrs. Belle Gunness, 


who disappeared in 1906. Dr. Meyer 
reported thaf a mass of hair had been 
found in the clinched fist of Helgelein 
and that the fingers grasping it had 
been severed above the first phalanx. 


Charles Way, a pall-beaker at the 


funeral of Peter S. Gunness, told of 
how the widow had been absent from 
the ceremonies preceding the burial of 
her husband, and asserted that it was 
subsequently learned that she had 
been in Laporte, consulting with an 
attorney regarding her possible arrest 
on the charge of having killed 
her 


husband. 


William Lamphere, father of Ray 


Lamphere, who is charged with 
the 


murder of Mrs. Gunness and her chil- 
dren, arrived in Laporte to aid his 
son's attorneys in preparing the de- 
fense which will be offered in court. 
The elder Lamphere expressed a strong 
belief in the innocence of his son. 


Wm Brogiski, who formerly worked 


on the Gunness farm, told of having 
dug several ditches at the behest of 
the woman. He said that she told him 
that the holes were to be used for the 
burial of rubbish, or refuse. 


Dr. B. O. Bowell, a former coroner 


of the county, who attended Peter S. 
Gunness and had opportunity to ob- 
serve the latter's wife, gave out an 
opinion that Mrs. Gunness was a vic- 
tim of epilepsy. 


The Meyer report on the bodies of 


Helgelein and Miss Olsen formed the 
most interesting chapter of the day's 
developments. 
Both, the doctor de- 


clared, met unnatural deaths, but in 
the case of the young woman, the con- 
dition of the 
corpse 
precluded any 


possibility of determining the manner 
in which she was murdered. Decay, 
caused largely by lime or some similar 
substance, had destroyed the tissues 
so that the orsrans are scareelx sus- 
ceptible to 
chemical 
analysis 
and

Among the laws enacted by the re- 


coin general assembly is the erne pro- 
\iding means 
whereby a board of 


park commissioners may be establish- 
ed in each city of Ohio, and defining 
the poweis and duties of such boards. 


The major is authorized to appoint 


such a board only after the same has 
been aiuhorued by a vote of the elec- 
tors 
Such election shall be by peti- 


tion of five per centum of the quali- 
fied electors of any city. 


If a majority of the electors shall 


vo'e in fa\or of the appointment of 
such board of park commissioners, the 
mayor shall immediately appoint three 
electors for three yea re, to tie known 
as "The Board of Park Commission- 
ers." They shall serve without com- 
pensation. 


They shall have control of parks. 


park entrances, parkways, children 
play grounds, 
public baths, public 


eomfon sta'ions. <fec. 


All appropriations are ro be made 


by the council. Tho board shall have 
power to issue bonds, the process to 
be used in acquiring: grounds for park 
purposes, but only after

Congress In New York. 


HERMAN A. METZ THE LEADER 


Empire City's Comptroller Heads Or- 


ganization to Spread Business Opti- 
mism In Every Section and Show 
That Nation's Industries Are Sound. 
Comptroller Hermau A. Metz of New 


York, president of the commercial 
travelers' interstate prosperity con- 
gress, wuicii is 10 be uem m i\ew York 
city^on Aug. 14 and 13, has already re- 
ceived letters and telegrams promising 
Eupport from leading business men in 
all parts of the United States. The 
avowed object of the congress is to 
carry on the "let us alone" idea and 
infuse a spirit of optimism and good 
cheer Into the business men of the 
country. 


The comptroller was enthusiastic the 


other day over the prospect and be- 
lieves the congress will work wonders 
toward restoring confidence in the fu- 
ture of the country. 


"Prosperity abounds in this great 


land today to a degree unprecedented," 
said the comptroller, "despite all the 
calamity howlers from here to the 
river Styx to the contrary, and the 
commercial travelers, who are always 
on the move, can do more to spread 
optimism through the land than any 
other body of men In the country. 


"When over 300,000 traveling .men 


get out on the road and talk of good 
times anil financial sunshine there will 
be a renewal of business against which 
even that bogy, the presidential year, 
cannot prevail." 


When asked what had been done In 


the way of calling the attention of 
American business men to the pro- 
posed conference the comptroller said: 


"We have addressed our call more 


particularly to the territory commer- 
cially and industrially tributary to New 
York and within the zone bounded by 
Philadelphia, Plttsburg, Buffalo and 
Portland, Me., a section in which agri- 
cultural and industrial conditions are 
fundamentally sound. 


"I am certain that the message of 


optimistic confidence that will go out 
from the commercial travelers' inter- 
state prosperity congress will be an im- 
portant factor in bringing about a re- 
vival of prosperity. 
We have had 


many messages of -good cheer from all 
over the United States. 


"The fact that a few rich, men have 


lost money, that a few capitalists find 
themselves possessed of fewer millions 
than a year ago as measured in the 
terms of stock exchange quotations, 
means nothing to the rank and file of 
our population. 


"Trade has been checked simply 


through the paralysis of credit inci- 
dental to this Stock Exchange depres- 
sion, but the growing demand that pro- 
ceeds from 90 per cent of our popula- 
tion still exists aud will have to be 
supplied, and now ii? the time to pre- 
pare ourselves for a revival of that de- 
mand that will only be more insistent 
because for the past few months it has 
been denied. 


"The railways have promised to co- 


operate with us to the utmost extent 
of their abilities. We recognize the 
important part the transportation inter- 
ests must bear in the restoration of 
prosperity. 
I bplieve the commercial 


travelers 
are attempting something 


which no other class dares undertake. 
We all realize that it Is a tough propo- 
sition to overcome the feeling which 
has overtaken the business people since 
last November." 


S. C. Mead, secretary of the Mer- 


chants' association of New York, has 
written to Mr. Metz to say: 


"It gives us much pleasure to advise 


you that the association will be de- 
lighted to place its facilities at the dis- 
posal of the convention, offering for 
the holding of the convention the use 
of our auditorium, our largest room." 


William Hoge, secretary of the pros- 


perity congress, who has had the or- 
ganizing of the association in hand, 
said that the individual councils of the 
United Commercial Travelers' associa- 
tion, whose headquarters are at Colum- 
bus, 
O-, and those of the Commercial 


Travelers' Protective association, with 
headquarters in BL Louis, had taken 
up the project and were doing all that 
could be done to help the good cause 
along. 


William McCarroll, president of the 


New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation association and a member of 
the public service commission, said 
that he was heatuly in favor of the 
proposed prosperity congress. 


"Conditions arc much better west of 


the Alleghanies," s.iid Mr. McCarroll, 
"than they are iu the east, principally, 
I believe, becaus-c it is farther from 
the financial center than the country 
east of the Alledianies.
